Thus our 
endeavors cannot be limited to one or even several fields—they must encompass all our talents, all facets 
of life. 

A man, or a school, does not achieve perfection in one bound. It is especially worthy to note that 
God’s own Son, when He became Man, did not come to us in perfect manhood. We are told that He 
“increased in wisdom and stature.” At no moment of life can a man, or a school, be sure that all has been 
done of which we are capable. As long as man lives, or as long as a school exists, the struggle for excel- 
lence must continue—and we have only just begun.

Ever hear of a golfer winning 
the National Open and the Mas- 
ters on the same day? Ever hear of 
a bowler rolling two 300 games in 
one series? Ever hear of a track 
man setting records in the 100- 
yard dash and mile run on the 
same day? 

Well, something along these 
lines just about happened here in 
Indiana last Saturday. Think of all 
the high schools in the state that 
have never won a state cham- 
pionship of any kind. 

Mishawaka Marian, yes little 
Mishawaka Marian, won not one 
but two state titles last Saturday. 
The school’s girls volleyball team 
and boys football team sure 
weren't to be outdone by each 
other. And think of all the schools 
that must be saying, “there's no 
justice. Mishawaka Marian 
couldn't care less, why should it? 

At Indianapolis, the volley- 
ball team beat Muncie North, 
South Bend LaSalle and Fort 
Wayne Snider, in that order, to 
bring back the championship 
trophy from Ben Davis High 
School. Catholic highs in St. Jo- 
seph County certainly have a 
corner on the state volleyball mar- 
ket as South Bend St. Joseph won 
the first tourney a vear ago. 

And while the girls were 
doing so well, the Marian football 
team was down in Clarksville cap- 
turing the Class. A state football 
title with a 2!-l4 victory over 
Providence. 

Thus, in his very first season 
at Marian all Mike Hecklinski did 
was post a 10-2 record and win a 
state championship. And, it 
should be pointed out that along 
the way the Knights beat six teams 
in Class AAA. 

Nick Barnes scored on runs 
of 1 and 75 yards for the winners 
before he was injured while Jerry 
Kurth got what proved to be the 
winner on a short plunge. And 
Nick DeCicco kicked an extra 
point while John Male ran for two 
after the final six-pointer. 


We're sure no school ever 
won two state championships in 
the same day. And there's a good 
chance it may never happen again. 
Our sincere congratulations to the 
Mishawaka Marian Knights. 

For the season, Barnes had 
15 touchdowns for the knights 
and DeCicco 12 but the latter to- 
taled more points, 92, since he 
also kicked 14 extra points and a 
pair of field goals. And Kurth’s 
touchdown Saturday against pre- 
viously undefeated Providence 
was his fourth of the season, rank- 
ing him third on the club in thet 
department. 
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' They’re all state champs in Mishawaka 


There was no way a guy could write a sports 
column for a Catholic paper this week and not talk 
about Marian High School in Mishawaka. 

In one mighty swoop last weekend Marian’s 
football team won the state’s Class A championship 
at Providence at the same time the Marian girls’ 
volleyball team was winning the state high school 
championship in Indianapolis. 

No wonder there was no one in the athletic 
department last Monday when we tried calling 
Marian for a couple of victory statements. 

‘“‘There’s no school here today,’’ said the voice on 
the line, ‘“‘because we’re celebrating our state 
championships.’’ Not championship, but 
championships...plural. Most high schools will go 
for decades and decades without even coming close 
toa state championship...Marian gets them two at a 
time. 

It’s a tremendous accomplishment for any 
student body, but it’s particularly outstanding for 
Marian. : 

MARIAN HIGH SCHOOL in Mishawaka isa school 
amazingly rich in athletic tradition...yet, the school 
hasn’t been there long enough to have tradition. This 
was only Marian’s eighth season of varsity football 
andit’s eighth year of competitivevolleyball for the 
girls. 

Still, in that short time, Marian has really done 
nothing but win. 

It’s football team lost twice this past season...by 
afield goal to Class AAA St. Joe’s of South Bend and 
by six points in a disputed game with city rival 
Mishawaka, also a triple-A team. 

Marian qualified for the Class A playoffs, though, 
because there wasn’t a single Class A team in its 
section of the state that could come close to it. 
Marian played six triple-A teams and two double-A 
teams enroute to its title-winning finale. 

What was it doing in Class A? : 

That’s where it’s supposed tobe, if the guidelines 
onenrollment set down by the Indiana High School 
Athletic Association mean anything. There are only 
582 students at Marian and more than half of them 
are girls. There are 200 football eligible males in 
the whole place. 

Before this season—which was probably 


considered disastrous before the team went on to 
win the state championship because two losses in 
one season is unheard of around Marian— Marian’s 
footballers had put together a 34-game winning 
streak. 

Inits eight years of varsity competition Marian is 
70-12-2 and they play in a recently disbanded 
conference with seven triple-A schools including 
Mishawaka and all of the South Bend schools 
including the state’s Class AAA champ, 
Washington. 

Incidentally, no one knows for sure why the 
conference has folded except that of the last six 
titles in football four have been won by ‘‘little’’ 
Marian and twoby St. Joe...and the triple-A’s don’t 
like the idea of having a loss toa single-A school like 
Marian on their record. 

UNTIL THIS YEAR, Marian’s_ athletic 
department was Bob Otolski. He did everything 
from the time they opened the doors at the young 
school and didit well. He built those earlier football 
powers and he did such a good job that Indiana 
University lured him to its staff after the 1972 
season. 

But Otolski, obviously, wasn’t the only one caught 
upin winning at Marian. Mike Hecklinski, the new 
coach, came on and won a state championship. 

And as great as that football record has been 
under Otolski and Hecklinski, it doesn’t come close 
to what the school’s girls athletic director, Mrs. 
Sidney Dunphy, has done with her volleyball teams. 
Ineight years of volleyball, the Marian girls have 
lost only once—to eventual state champion South 
Bend St. Joe in tournament play last year. 

HOW CAN ONE school, a small one, at that, be so 
dominant? 

Sister Michael Ann, the dean of students at 
Marian and the only faculty member working on 
Monday’s ‘“‘holiday’’ at the school, doesn’t even try 
to explain it. 

“The kids are always watching Notre ‘Dame 
games and¢they definitely enjoy football,’’ she says. 
“Maybe our closeness to Notre Dame has 
something to do with it. Our grade school program 
is very strong and that must have some bearing...we 
start them in fifth and sixth grade.’’

The top, the pinnacle, number 
one—the goal. Thirty-eight young 
men came together to form a co- 
hesive unit with one goal in mind— 
the first state championship in the 
history of Marian football! With a 
herealded backfield, but an un- 
proven line, many doubted the abil- 
ity of the Knights to reach that 
goal, but by playing 48 minutes of 
Marian style, 110% football for 12 
consecutive games, thirty-eight 
young men overcame all of the 
odds and confounded the skeptics. 
When one team was left and it was 
all over but the shouting, the long 
hot summer days and hard-hitting 
autumn evenings, combined with a 
rare singleness of purpose, had final- 
ly paid off. The greatest team in 
Indiana, backed by one of the 
finest football traditions in the 
country, brought home the cham- 
pionship trophy from the first 
State playoffs. 

The Knights started off with a 
bang, demolishing a highly-regarded 
Gary Wirt team 41-6. 

The Barnes-DeCicco train con- 
tinued unstoppable, as the Knights 
ran over the LaSalle Lions in a sur- 
prisingly easy 33-13 victory. This 
important game was followed by a 
51-8 plastering of Wawasee Prep. 

The St. Joe game showed strong 
team efforts featuring Nick DeCic- 
co’s brilliant 65-yard sweep around 
left end for a touchdown to put the 
Knights into the lead during the 
second half. In the end, however, 
force of numbers began to make its 
presence felt, as St. Joe fought 
back, finally winning 23-20. 

Needing a victory to stay in 
play off contention, Marian traveled 
to a muddy Southport field. Marian 
tied the score on a perfect 51-yd. 
pass from John Male to split end, 


Dennis Hurst, early in the fourth 
quarter, and won the game in over- 
time with a score of 14-6. 

The Knights overpowered the 
Clay Colonials with a score of 30-6, 
followed by a tenacious Jackson 
team but the Knights winning 26-6. 
Both of Marian Nicks gained over 
100 yards. 

The regular season ended with a 
game against a solid, tough Penn 
team. The Knights led only 6-0 at 
halftime but continued to hold their 
opponents time and again to 6-0 vic- 
tory anda playoff spot with it. 

Marian met Woodlan’s Warriors 
at Tupper Field on November 10 
for the right to go downstate. The 
Knights left little to chance by de- 
stroying the challengers 42-0. Cic- 
co, Barnes, and Kurth all scored 
two TD’s apiece, while Sandor 
added another score. 

Marian’s defense was simply out- 
standing, holding Woodlan to a 
mere fourteen yards of total of- 
fense in the first half and only 95 
overall, as well as allowing only 
four first downs. The Knights also 
forced four turnovers, two fumbles 
and two interceptions. 

Now the season had boiled down 
te one game. A renowned Clarks- 
ville Providence team was to be the 
last opponent of the ’73 Knights. 
The southerners had shut out seven 
consecutive opponents, and owned 
the longest winning streak in the 
state at 20. They possessed a very 
potent offense, averaging over 36 
points per game, and featured an 
All-State tailback. 

The Knights featured, of course, 
the incredible rushing of DeCicco 
and Barnes. The pair averaged near- 
ly 211 yards per game between 
them. Gerry Kurth, Enrico Heir- 
man and John Male gave Marian 


top-flight rushers. 

In a chartered 737, on Novem- 
ber 17, the Knights flew to Louis- 
ville and by bus to neighboring 
Clarksville for the final show. Some 
5000 fans were on hand for the 
first kick-off. 

The Knights took a first quarter 
lead on Nick Barnes’ one yard 
plunge and DeCicco’s extra point, 
but went to the locker room after a 
TD and a two-point conversion for 
Clarksville. Marian trailed 8-7. 

The Knights came charging back 
and immediately took command. 
After a one yard plunge, Barnes 
found a big hole on the left side on 
a trap play. Breaking into the clear, 
he outran the Providence defenders 
for a 75-yard TD. 

After a forced punt by Clarks- 
ville, Marian marched 60 yards to a 
TD and two points to make the 
score 21-8. After another touch- 
down by Clarksville, the Knights of- 
fense took over, driving 41 yards to 
run out the clock leaving the final 
score at 21-14. 

John Davis received the Class A 
Mental Attitude Award, the highest 
Indiana tribute to a football player 
in Division A play. 

Nick DeCicco was named to 
both All-State teams on first-team 
offense, while Nick Barnes was a 
second team UPI choice. Both 
Kevin Motts and John Male were 
named to the Class A All-State 
team. Nick Barnes was named to 
NIVC first team offense and second 
team defense, DeCicco was named 
all NIVC both ways, Motts to first 
team defense and second team of- 
fense; John Male to first team de- 
fense; Jim Yates to second team of- 
fense and defense; and John Davis 
to second team offense and defense.

SECOND BEST IN SECTIONAL 


Coach Dave Dhoore’s team of 1974 was much better than their final 
score of 8-16 indicated. A very young team which gained confidence 
and maturity with each game, the Knights often rose to the occasion in 
the big game. In an early season game against highly rated Laporte, the 
team knocked them off. Laporte was ranked second in the state. 
Another early season highlight was a brilliant one-hitter against Con- 
cord by Freshman Paul Kazmierczak. 

Late in the regular season, Marian defeated 5th-ranked Clay. This 
victory destroyed Clay’s chances for sole possession of the last NIVC’s 
wins. 

The real proof of the ability of the baseball team came in the Elk- 
hart Sectional. In a slugfest, the Knights avenged an earlier loss by a 
rally over Penn for a 15-11 win. 

At the semifinals, fine pitching by John Male with perfect relief 
from Kasmierazak resulted in a 4-3 victory over Concord. Male also hit 
a two-run homer that proved to be the winning margin. In the title 
game, Marian faced Elkhart Memorial, and despite good pitching, the 
score was 4-2. Male and Fischer were named to the All-Sectional team. 
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CHAMPIONS IN TRACK 


The 1974 track team continued the tradition of excel- 


lence that has come to be the trademark of Coach John 
Cybulskis’ teams. After a slow start, the Knights won 
their last six dual meets to finish with an 8-2-1 record 
and second in the NIVC. A young team, they struggled 
in the early season, but began to gel with a big win over 
Jackson, followed closely by a victory over Penn. Joel 
Hoff swept both hurdle events, and Dennis Hurst’ bril- 
liant performance upset the Penn competitor. 

The Knights were even more successful in regard to 
invitational meets. The thinclads captured four major 
titles beginning with the Gary Andrean Relays. They 
next pulled off a victory, for a record fourth straight 
year, in the prestigious Goshen Relays. Nick DeCicco 
won the shot put with a school and meet record of 
59%”, which also was the best throw in the state all 
year. Nick Barnes, champion of the long jump and 100- 
yard dash, was the top scorer in the B division. At the 
Concord Relays, the Knights avenged last year’s loss, 
and also finished ahead of a field of 19 in the Brandy- 
wine Invitational. 

The team topped off the year with a second place 
finish in the Sectional. DeCicco was a double winner in 
shot put and discus, with a school, field, and Sectional 
record of 16574” in discus. He also became Marian’s first 
ever Regional champion in shot put, and finished fourth 
in the state meet in discus. Nick Barnes also qualified 
for the state meet in long jump with a school record leap 
of 22710’. Dennis Hurst set a school record in the high 
hurdles as well. Barnes also set the school record in the 
100-yard dash with a time of 9.8. 

Barnes and DeCicco were named co-winners of the 
MVP award, while Joel Hoff was named Most Improved 
Player. Tim Durham was B-team MVP and Fred Kalil 
MIP. Durham set the final NIVC frosh mile record, and 
Kalil, the two-mile.
